PLAGUE. 



Turkey. — In accordance with decision of the Superior council of 
health at Constantinople of April 12, all vessels arriving at Bassorah 
with plague cases on board shall leave the port after delivery of the mail 
they carry. By later decision of April 19, pilgrims returning from 
Mecca shall transship at Baa el Assouad, and shall not enter Djiddah. 

Egypt. — The standing commission of the International Sanitary 
Council at Alexandria resolved, April 20, to enforce the quarantine 
regulations against plague in the case of all arrivals from Kurrachee. 

British India. — According to official advices of April 4 vessels 
leaving Kurrachee must conform to the requirements of the Venice con- 
ference. These requirements are also in force for vessels leaving Aden, 
Calcutta, Madras, and Bangoon. 

Straits Settlements. — By proclamation of the Government, dated 
March 26, the port of Djiddah is declared infected and quarantine is in 
force against all vessels arriving thence, covering a period of nine
